Prof. Burke, State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Tears to Pieces the Goebel Lawyer's Defense 
of the Kentucky Force Bill. 



I Col T, C. Campbell, chief couni»et 
lot their who ire tiy lnK, according t'> 
their own nUtemeDtn, "to damn the 
Republicin party of Kentucky," even 
il they hive to bribe those whom they 
hive irreited and placed in the 
"Bwealbox" to do it, hii • long, well 
written article in Saxby'a Magazine 
for April in drlenar of the Goebel elec- 
tion law. Although I am only an 
bumble pedagt>gae,one who has apent 
hia life in educational work and who 
ba.B never before entered the atoimy 
arena of poittica, and although 1 Ice) 
totally incompetent to combat with 
this great barrister and politician on 
tc(urt footing, I shall reply to this 
skilllully written article to the beat of 
my ability, feeling assured that lack 
ot capacity and training on my part in 
dealing with such subjects ia more 
than com|wnsated by the position of 
advantage given me in the discussion. 

Col. Campbell, after the manner ot 
a skillful pleader, o(wns hia defense by 
acknowledging the unfavorable opins 
ions expressed of this law by the press 
ot the country, both Democratic a., d 
Republican, and then by specious rea. 
soning attempts to convince his lead 
era toat these opinions are all wrong 
and have arisen Iruui a misunderstand ' 
ing and inlsconception ol this law. He 
statea that ninc'tentbs ot the Dmio 
cratfc press of the country have de- 
nounced the Goebel law and that the 
entire Republican press was a unit in 
cndenining it He i|iiotes the follnw 
Ing Irnin Henry Wstteraun: "It is 
not merely a force hill; it is a radical 
despotism. It disfranrhisrs every vot- 
er in the State whom the Triumvirate 
St Franklott or their satraps in the 
counties see fit to find it needlul to 
dislranchise At one tell swoop it 
abolishes live elections in Kentncky. 

* * * II the people in Kentucky 

submit to it, then they are a race ol 
slavas, and will nieiit all the woes and 
ruin It biinga upon them, including 
the heralding of their names aa slaves | 
and the proud name of the Old Cum 
monwtaltb as a by word to the ends 
ol the earth." ^ 

Cot, Campbell treats this outburst 
of righteous indignation in the great 
editor in the following flippant man- 
ner; "This sounds more like a sec- 
tion of a stump speech then an article 
from the pen ol a polished editor; but 
aocb thunderlHilta may be expected of 
Henry Watterson otcaaionally." This, 
however, was not the only thunder- ^ 
bolt hiirleil at Ihia bill by this Jove ol 
Kentucky Democracy both before and 
aft-r Its passage. 

I should like to quote further from 
him, hut his sentiments on this law 
have already been widely disseminated 
over the Union and it is unnecessary 
to re|wat them. Suffice it to say that 
with almost prophetic vision he lore- 
saw snd foretold the evils and dangers 
that wonid come upon the unsuspect- 
ing people ol this State as a direct ' 
consequence ol this law. With a pro- 
found insight Into the nature ol hu- 
man beings when clothed with power 
and lrres|K>nsibIe to human agencies, 
be foresaw the corrnptlon, trauJ, In- 
timidation and manipulation of the 
returns to be engendered by this law; 
be piedicted the disfranchisement ot 
enough voters to elect those in favor | 
with the paitisan triumvirate at Frank 
tort; he foretold the Indignation ol the 
people when they should find they 
bad been robbed ol their rights; he 



predicted the coming of tiol, blcod- 
sbed and destiuolive revolution. He 
nnticipated the violence of teeling and 
action which has ta'aen place, the vast 
expense which h.'ts been entailed upon 
the State, the ignominious name it 
would give the people of this State 
' before the world, the disasters to our 
^ business, social and educational in- 
terests coDstquent upon its enforce- 
ment. 

I These predictions, which have so 
lar been fatfille<l almost to the letter, 

. cannot be dismissed with the iincom- 
plimentary remark that they are mere- 
ly a good sample of "stump speech 
oratory." What Henry Watterson 
thought and said of this law was ac- 
cording to Col. Campbell'a own con- 
cession the opinion ol nir.e-teoths of 
the Democratic press of the country 
and of all the Rcpnblican press, and, 
taking the sentiment ol the press to 
^ be a correct gauge of the sentiment of 
the (lenple, and estimating the influ- 
ence of the press ot the two parties to 
be equal, it is a fair supposition that 
this law which Col. Campbell under- 
takes to defend was condemned by at 
. least nineteen twentieths of the think- 
ing and reading people ol our country. 

' Let us see what was said ol It by 
the various parties in Kc tucky wheie 
it is reasonable to infer that its pro- 
vi.slons were better nndcratooel and its 
ii.lluences mote accnrately e.stimated 
tb.tn an> where else 

In the fourth plsnk nf the Demo- 
cratic platform at I.exingti>n, August 
16, 1899, occuis the f.llowing: "We 

denounce In the meat unreserved 
manner the State election law known 
ns the 'Goebel bill,' believing and ' 
charging it to be a willlul abandon- ! 
ment ol the great fundamental pi in- 
ciple ol sell government, enacted sole- 
ly for the establishment and perpetu- 
stion ot machine parties in this free 
Commonwealth, in form, feature and! 
intendment." 

The platiorm of the Populist party 
in Kentucky in the same campaign | 
assetts: "We denounce the infamous 

Goebel election law as a revolutionary | 
and undemocratic attempt tosubveitl 
the ballot, to enthrone in power in I 
Kentucky a corrupt political ting and | 
practically destroy popular govern- 1 
ment. Therefore we demand its speedy : 
repeal and the enactment of a law 
which will preaeive in this Common- 
wealth the right ol a free, untram- 
tueled ballot and a fair and honest 
count." 

The Prohibition platform has this 
to say: "We demand the repeal of 

the odious Goebel election law." 

It is nnntceoaary to quote from the 
platform of the Republican patty in I 
condemnation of Ibis law, aa it fought 
its campaign and gained its victory at 
the polls, with all the niaebittery of 
eltctlons in the hands ol its oppo- 
nenta, on this issue alone, many thou 
Bands ol honest Democrats, Populists 
and Prohibitionists voting with it lor' 
the single reason that it was the dom- 
inant party opposed to this iniqui- 
tous law. 

Such is the popular estimation in 
which this law is held, which Col 
Campbell assumes to defend. Accord- 
ing to his own concessions aa stated I 
in bis article, nineteen twentieths ol | 
the press and people of the country ; 
were and are opposed to it; according 
to undisputed facts aa to Kentncky all 
patties here were opposed to it.except

the one headed by Senator Goebel 
which hoped to profit by it; according 
to certified returns of the election it 
was signally condemned by the voters 
ol the State in the lace ol all the hin- 
drances to the expression of their will 
c^cici.-ed hy those who controlled the 
election machinery under the provis- 
ions of this law. 

In the lace of this almost universal 
cot damnation ol this law by the press 
and people ol the rnuntry, in the face 
ol Its dencuncement by ali patties in 
Kentucky except the one cxjiecting 
to prefit hy it; in the face of its njec- 
tion by the people of the State at the 
polln. Col. Campbell steps blindly 
forward and says: "Fellow country- 

men, I conless you may be honest in 
your beliel as to the iniquity of this 
law .but you are deceived as to its pro 
visions, its woikings and lesulta, and 
il yon Will just listen to me lor a short 
while I shall explain it to you and 
convince you ol your deception.” 

I,et us examine bis argument and 
see if be has done so. He first dis- 
cusses the old law which the Goebel 
law repealed and in this part ol his 
article be makes this remarkable 
atateinent: "Under the old law all 

precinct officers were appointed by the 
County Judge. Aa County Judges are 
human beings, selected by party cau- 
cuses, it may be assumed that theapv 
pointment ol election officets was 
made in the interest of the party to 
which the County Judge belonged. 
In Kentucky, pieclnct officers of elec- 
tion consisted ol two judges, one cleik 
and one sheriff ot election. In a Re- 
publican county election officets were 
almost invariably all Republicans, and 
in a Democratic county almost invarl 
ably Democrala. The Goebel law pro 
videa that in alt piecincta the election 
officers shall be divided half and half 
as to principal parties. To this ex- 
tent the new law is an improvement 
on its predecessor." 

It would be pretumptnous in me to 
accuse such a well-inlotmed man as 
Col. Campbell cf ignorance, and I am 
too polite or raodeator fearlultocbarge 
him with insincerity, prevarication, 
misrepresentation or lal.-ebood. I am, 
theiefore, led to tread on safe ground

and assert what is true, that for some 
rtason unknown to me, he did not 
state the lacts about the lotiuer Uw. 
Here are the exact words of the former 
law, aa Col. Campbell and all others 
may see for themselves by reading 
section 1447 ol Kentucky Statutes: 

"So long as their ate two distinct 
political patties In tbeCommonwealtb, 
the judges, clerk and sheriff in all 
elections by the people, under the 
conatitution and laws of this State, 
shall be so selected and appointed as 
that one of the judges at each place 
ol voting shall be oi one political par- 
ly and til other judge ot the other or 
opposing olitical patty; and the like 
difference shall exist at each voting 
between the sheriff and clerk of elec- 
tions.” 

In the face ol this very grave and 
misleading error, to say the least, at 
the very ontset of Col. Campbell'a ar- 
gument to change the opinion of nine- 
teen twentieths ol the people of the 
whole country, we are led not only to 
scan closely the force of his logic, but 
to question the veracity of hia state- 
ments. 

I believe the mi jority of the people 
ol Kentucky of all parties will decide 
that hia statement that in Democratic 
counties the election officers were al- 
most invariably Democrats, and in 
Republican counties all Republicans, 
is aa lar from the truth as the infer- 
ence be leaves to be drawn as to the 
provisions of the former law. That 
under the former law.instances of this 
action may have occurred, I do not 
deny; but that such cases were almost ! 
universal I most emphatically deny, 
and in Ihia denial I am sure I will be 
seconded by nine-tenths ol the voters 
of Kentucky, whether they be Demo- 
crats or Republicans. The Democrats 
will resent this insult to their honor 
aa quickly as Republicans, lor il hia 
atatemeut be true, it makes them 
guilty in all previous elections of hav- 
ing committed twice the fraud and 
peijury that the Republicans have 
committed, for they have always had 
in this State at least two county 
ju.lgCw to one lor the Republicans, 

I shall not here attempt to defend 
the law lu' her than to correct any 
misleading statementB or inlerences 
in the article of Col, Campbell. I ad- 
mit it bad Its delects, but I iDsi.--t that 
tacts and facts only be told concerning 
it. Taking bis ststement to be true, 
however, which I refuse to admit, but 
will grant for the sake of argument, 
that under the former law Democratic 
judges appointed only Democratic offi- 
cers and Republicans followed suit. 
If this were true, it would give the 
Democrats nudet the old 1 ^ the credit 
lor doing twice as much stealing and 
perjury as the Republicans, from the 
fact that they have always bad twice 
as many county judges. 

This ought to have satisfied him, 
but it seems that it did not.and hence 
the necessity, from Campbell's stand- 
point, of the Goebel law, which gives 
the Democrats the opportunity to do 
all the stealing. This la evidently the 
way in which Col. Campbell regards 
the matter.and this view throws light 
on the famous saying oi Senator Black- 
burn: "II ANY stealing is to be done 
it will not be done by the Republi- 
cans.” The noted Senator, so famed 
lor eloquence, valor, generosity and 
inconsistensy.has lor once, I am sorry 
to say, shown himself selfish. He 
ought to have been willing to let the 
Republicans do half aa much stealing 
as the Democrats, according to Camp 
bell's views of Kentucky honor, but 
likes greedy, spoiled child, he grab- 
bled the whole election ple.and shout- 
ed, "I'm not goinq: to divide with you 
fellows any more; I want a chance to 
do all the stealing, and you abant 
steal ANY." 

While I shall not grant that under 
the old law each party stole all it could 
through perjury and fraud, it Is read- 
ily seen that its provisions, should 
men of either party re.sort to this, gave 
vast advantage to the Democratic par- 
ty. I think they did this very rarely, 
but the new law gives them vastly 
greater opportunilles to commit fraud 
than the old, and this time, according 
to Campbell and Blackburn, ALL the 
stealing is to be done by one party. 
According to Campbell, under the old 
law each party did all the stealing 
possible.aud the Democrats had great- 
ly the advantage in opportunity, and 
it tbia were the case, human nature 
remaining the same, under the new 
law each party will steal all it can, 
and one party can't steal "any," and 
therefore the other, by force of Camp 
bellian logic based on bis estimate ol 
Kentucky honesty, will do it all. In 
the spirit of fairness which lorms the 
bisis of government controlled by the 
people, a law should have been p issed 
that would have prevented either side 
from cheating and not a law which 
conferred this privilege solely on one 
party. The Goebel law la not aa f ir 
as tbe former Uw in that it gives the^ 
entire control ol the election machin- 
ery to one party, excluding any and 
all other parties from any important 
part in its management. 

Let na look at the provisions and 
workings ot this law and see il this ia 
not tbe case. It provides for a State 
Board of Blection Commissionera to be 
appointed by the I.egialature, all of 



whom may be of one party,and at this 
time all ot whom are ol one party. 
This partisan State Board U not nnder 
bond and is not directly responsible 
to tbe people. Its members are merely 
creature.a ot tbe Legislature, and are 
clothed with absolute power over the 
dearest rights ot citizens. The very 
fact that but one party is represented 
on this board is enongh to condemn 
the law in the minds ol all who love 
fairness and Ireedom, Comment on 
this point is unnecessary. It Is an 
anomaly in American institutiona, an 
outr.-ge unparalleled in American his- 
tory. 

This law gives to the State Board 
the power to appoint three Connty 
Election Commissionera, all of whom 
may be of one party, and in the recent 
election, in at least one third ol the 
counties, ALL were of one party, and 
In all the others two out ot the three 
belonged to the same party. If there 
were any intention ol fairness In the 
law equal representation would have 
been afforded to tbe parties on these 
boards, and this truth ia so deeply im- 
planted in the minds ot the people 
that it is unnecessary to discuss it. 

It provides that this County Board 
shall appoint the precinct officers and 
does state, as Col. Campbell asserts, 
that the judges shall be oi opposite 
parties and that tbe same difference 
shall exist as to the clerk and sheriff. 
Here ia the only place in the whole 
law In which there is a show ol fair- 
ness; bat an examination oi its work- 
ings shows that this is a snare and a 
delusion in actual practice, however j 
smoothly and piously it may read. 

Tbe Uw provides that in case ot a ; 
difference of opinion as to receiving a ' 
vote between tbe judges, the abetifT 
alone shall have tbe right to decide 
and as tbe County Board has the pUc 
ing of these officers. It is an easy mat- 
ter, even without violating their oath 
they being under no bond and not re- ' 
sponsible as tbe County Judges are, to | 
so arrange them as to secure great ad- 
vantage to one party. The history of 
tbe recent election affords hundreds ot 
examples of bow this may be done, 
and ot how it was done. The County 
Boards are the sole judges of tbe 
qualifications of tbe election officers. 
In strong Republican precincts incom- 
petent clerks were appointed who 
could not have enrolled the voters in 
two lull days, much leiM In eight hours, 
and thousands ol Republicaua were 
turned away without voting. In 
strong Democratic precincts a compe- 
tent clerk was placed who enrolled 
every voter and an incompetent sberifT 
who could be easily persuaded or 
bribed to favor tbe popular party Iff 
bis precinct. While this was done in 
biindre<U,ir not thousands of precincts, 

I shall say that in other places the 
election was absolutely fair, even un- 
der the Goebel Uw, for honesty, in 
my opinion, is not monopolized by 
any one party. 

I have more faith in humanity than 
Col. Campbell, who believes that all 
parties will steal all they can. If this 
beliel is correct then I must admit 
that I nevet saw, or heard ol, or con- 
ceived a more perfect machine lor 
stealing than the Goebel Uw, TbU 
Uw gives any time any member or 
members of the County Boards and 
gives the County Boards the aame 
power over tbe precinct officers. Aa 
an instance ol tbe exercise of this pow- 
er in the Utter, tbe city of Louisville 
may be ireutioned, where eighty pre- 
cinct officers were removed after ann- 
down the evening belore the election. 

Tbe famous incident of Mr. South 
Trimble's requesting the resignation 
ol Capt. Thompson so that a man 
might be appointed on the County 
Board "who would do anything to 
help the Democrats;" the resignation

An example of tbe fair- 
ne.'s ot tbe Goebel law. In its applica- 
tion, in the appointment ot precinct 
officers, I shall give tbe following facta 
all established by affidavit. 

Ot tbe thirty twj precincts in Fay- 
ette connty there were but four Re- 
publican sbeiiffs appointed, tbe other 
party having the other twenty eight, 
who gave the deciding vote on every 
contested voter. In tbe city of Lex- 
ington there were eight voting pre- 
cincts in which three officers out of 
the (our were Goebel Democrats, viz.; 
Precincts t6, 17, 23, 25, 26, 28, 30 and 
31. In tbe same city there were fonr 
precincts in which all the election of- 
ficers were Goebel Democrats, viz.: 
Precincts 18, 25, 27 and 32. Had 
such Injustice been perpetrated under 
tbe old Uw, tbe Connty Judge would 
have been liable on hia bond snd re- 
sponsible to the people, but under the 
Goebel Uw tbe three irtesponsible 
Commisaioners, appointed by tbe State 
Board and under no bond, can with 
Impunity trifle with the sacred rights 
of the people. 

In Christian county these irrespon 
sible County Commisaioners appoint- 
ed aa officers ol election fifteen Ne- 
groes who were not able to read or 
write and this in defiance of tbe Uw 
itself, but the equally irresponaible 
State Board winked at all of these ir- 
regnUtities and let them pass, as by 
this Uw they are tbe sole judges fiom 
I their "decision there is no appeal." 

I I give the above merely as samples 
; ot the fraud committed under this Uw, ^ 
but there are thousands ol others 
which could be mentioned. 

Col. Campbell aa an excuse for tbe 
passage ol the Goebel Uw, repeats 
with apparent hesitation the story ot 
fraud in tbe Eleventh District in the 
^ election of 1896. He doea say that be 
credits this story, but seemingly for 
lack of something better, he gives it, 
saying that it is baaed on aaaeition 
and belief only. That story which 
evidently Col Campbell does not be- 
lieve, crediu tbe carrying of Kentncky 
by McKinley in 1896 to frauds perpe- 
trated In tbe Eleventh District. 

Let us look at the figures on this 
matter and see if there Is any founda- 
tion lor this “belief and assertion." 
In 1895 the Republican vote in the 
Eleventh DUtrict was 21,297; in 1896 
it was 27,166, again of 27 per cent. 
In 1895 in same district the Democratic 
vote was 9,220; in 1896 it was 12,783, 
a gain of 38 per cent. Is it in accord 
with reason to charge fraud in this 
Republican stronghold when the Dem* 
ocratic gain was 1 1 per cent in excess 
of tbe Republican gain? In contrast 
with this, let us look at the correapoud- 
iug vote in the first District, which 
has always been styled tbe Gibraltar 
of Democracy in Kentucky, lu 1895 
the Republican vote in this district 
was 9,658; in 1896 it was 13,394. a 
gain of 35 percent. In 1895 the Dem- 
ocratic vote Jn same district waa 13,. 
170; in 1896 it waa 25,843, a gain of 
96 per cent. 

The figures taken from tbe official 
returns in the office of the Secretary 
of State, show that in the Republican 
atroughold the Democrats gained il 
per cent more than the Republicans 
and in tbe Democratic stronghold they 
(the Democrats) gained 61 per cent 
moie than tbe Republicans. 

Again referring to Col, Campbell's 
opinion of Kentucky honor, that each 
party steals all it can, I oak from tbe 
evidence above given which pa>ty he 
thinks did tbe most stealing?

Tbe contest, 
so called, provided for by tbe Goebel 
Uw has been sneh a Urce, and such a 
travesty upon justice, that it has, as 
Henry Watterson said, "heralded tbe 
proud name of the old Commonwealth 
as a by word to the ends oi the earth ."

Tbe baseless grounds of thU contest, 
known of all men, make it a mockery, 
a farce; an insult to honor and Intelli- 
gence. The contesting party had con- 
trolled every precinct and every county 
in the State in the appointment of of- 
ficers; it had the State Board and every 
I particle of the election machinery un- 
der ita control, and still waa compelled 
to certify to deieat. 

Tbe very idea of contesting when 
defeated under these conditions is so 
absurd as to preclude all discussion of 
the validity of this contest. I do not 
believe a single well informed man in 
the State, Democrat or Republican, 
has any doubt but that tbe Republi- 
cans were elected. Hundreds of Dem- 
ocrats, supporters of Goebel, have so 
expressed themselves to me. They have 
alt said there should have been no 
contest after such a signal defeat un- 
der conditions so favorable to tbe de- 
feated party. Tbe people of tbe State 
and country justly charge this law 
with all tbe evils and violence that 
have occurred In Kentucky in the post 
few montba. 

Such has been tbe working and 
such the effects of tbe law which Col. 
Campbell attempts to defend. Its un- 
tairness is evident from its purely par- 
tisan character In its every provision; 
its evil influences are so patent to all 
that scarcely a single Kentuckian can 
now he found who will defend It. A 
New Yorker ia sought out who writes 
a deleuse as a sort of a flank move- 
ment in his campaign of "damuing 
the Republican party." It is true 
Editor Urey Woodson, who claims the 
mantle ot the great Goebel, defends 
tbe law on the ground "that the prop- 
erty-owning whites" may be able to 
rule under its provisions. 

The poor laborer who owns no prop- 
erty may nnder It be disfranchise 
along with tbe despised Negro, and 
Urey thinks this a ' consummation de- 
voutly to be wished." 

But this will not take place in tbia 
"government of the people, by the 
people, for tbe people," founded on 
the corner-stone laid by the immortal 
Jefferson that "all men are created 
free and equal;" It will not happen In 
this grand old State, where even tbe 
poor laborers whom this law would 
disfranchise prize their liberty osdearly 
aa tbe ruddy drops of living fluid that 
pulsate through their bodies; it will 
never come to pass under the beauti- 
ful banner of the brave, baptised in 
tbe blood of a thousand battlefields, 
that the liberties for which our fathers 
shed their blood as freely as drops of 
rain pour from an April cloud shall be 
snatched from their descendants. 

It is too late to write a defense of 
this law; it has condemned itself. 
Col Campbell's efforts are useless. 
The hand writing is on tbe wall. This 
law must perish and civil liberty shall

The certificates of ' 
the election commissioners declared 
Taylor elected by a plurality of 2.500 
The members of the legislature vir 
tually mit. declared tbe election void, 
and then resolved that Goebel was 
Governor of Kenliicky, II this sort 
of action is allowable under any law 
in Kentucky, it is questionable wheth- 
er that law is in accord with the cons 
stitntion ol Kentucky and the consti- 
tution ot the United States which 
guarantees to tbe people of each State 
a Republican form of government 
If this sort ol thing is legal, then 
gubernatorial elections might as well 
be turned over at once to tbe legisla- 
tors. lor tbe people are not in it. 

In the Tennessee gubernatorial con 
teat, no snch course was pursued. 
Each party to the contest could attack 
the vote of any county, and the coun- 
ty In question was visited by a snb- 
committee of investigation, each side 
was represented by coupsel, and the 
testimony was taken down and pub- 
lished, Tbe reports stated how many 
votes were illegal at each polling 
place, and these only were thrown out 
and weie thrown out mainly because 
of a proven failure to pay poll tax or 
give legal evidence thereof. When 
all tbe testimony had been gathered 
and printed, the case was first submit 
ted to the general committee and was 
argued for days by the attorneys 
Then it was laid before the legislature 
where it was argued by the members, 
and finally tbe report ol tbe committee 
was voted upon and adopted. There 
were a good many Democrats who 
questioned tbe propriety of the Tnr 
oey Evans contest, even though there 
might be good legal evidence that 
several thousand illegal votes were 
cast. But if tbe investigating com-

Tbe mlsfortnoe about the Kentncky j 
court decidons is that none of them 
brings any evidence to show that Got- 
bel was elected. Tbe important mat- 
ter is totally ignored. It ia simply 
declared that tbe action of tbe legisla- 
ture is final and that the records oi 
the general assembly whether true or 
false are not reviewable. Mr. Beckham 
becomes Governor simply t«canse tbe 
legislature voted that Mr. Goebel was 
Governor. II there is no way to right 
a wrong of this kind — assuming that 
It ia a wrong — then the election ol a 
Governor of Kentncky is evidently in 
the hands of a partisan majority in 
the general assmby. Such party sue 
cess aa that recently achieved in the 
Kentucky courts may bring a tempor- 
ary advantage, but it is questionable 
whether it pays ia tbe long run. The 
Democratic party in Kentncky would 
have been infinitely better off today, 
if it bad acted with moderation, cud 
bad permitted tbe Republican patty 
to reap the assassination whirlwind.

o tiers intended to relieve distress, baa 
put on the free list every aiticle ol 
American production or nianufarture 
exported to Puerto Rico in appreciable 
quantity. That ia the economic op- 
pression the anti administration pres- 
has been baring the moon almnl. 
L-gislation was needlul only because 
the Pre-ident wanted Free Trade this 
way as well as that, and had no au- 
thority to change dutic.s in .Vmerican 
piorta. This disposes ol the pica that 
legislation was needlul to relieve 
Puerto Rican di5trea.e,and explair.a the 
tailing oil of revenues that called for 
some kind ci revenue Tariff The 
only Tariff there w.as paid by .Ameri- 
cans, and this is to he turned over to 
the island. The only persons deeply 
interested in the change were traders 
that had stocked up with sugar and 
tobacco lor a rise, and the only st.ig- 
nation ol trade is that it caused by tlie 
operation of their selfish irtcrest. 
Nevertheless, the stagnation ought to 
be relieved as soon as possible, as it 
affects many not responsible (or it. 
But It begins to be seen that the Sen- 
ate had some reason (or waiting till 
the country had more tacts to base an 
opinion on — New York Coramerciil 
Advertiser. 



Cay Webb Tells What He Saw 
atthe Momentofthe As- 
sassination. 



A Special from lerre Haute, Ind., 
to the Chicago Record, April 12, says: 
Gay Webb, who baa charge of the ler 
menting room at the Merchants’ dis- 
tillery here, says he has evidence suf- 
ficient to convince him that jack 
Chinn shot William Goebel. Webb is 
about 45 years of age and now tells 
his story of the shouting lor the first 
time. He went to Frankfort, Ky., in 
January and was employed in a dis- 
tiPery there until March 29. He says 
he bad a room in the Kentucky house, 
opposite the state house, and was sit- 
ting in the window of his room when 
Goebel, Lillard and Chinn came 
along. He continued: 

"When the three came to the gate 
of the state bouse yard Gotbel and 
Chinn stoppied and Lillard walked on. 
Then Goebel walked ahead of Chinn 
about four or five leet to the right 
Then I beard the shot and looking 
quickly saw Goebel fall. The instant 
before the shot was fired I saw some- 
thing glinting in Chinn's hr nd, and 
as soon as Goebel (ell it disappcaied 
Chinn started to lun away, but came 
back to Goebel and seemed to be try- 
ing to help him to bis leet. I knew 
that it it were known I had seen the 
shooting my lile uould not he safe, 
and I said nothing there."
